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Mitterrand Urges Face-Off With U.S.

PARIS — President Francois 
Mitterrand asserted Tuesday that 
the United States was making Eu- 
rope pay the bill for its budget defi- 
cits. As a result, he said, Europe 
should press the Americans on the 
issue at the economic summit meet* 
iog in Williamsburg, Virginia, at 
the end of the month. 

Mr. Mitterrand's statement at a 
joint news conference with Chan- 
cellor Helmut Kohl of West Ger- 
many confirmed indications that 
France would seek at Williamsburg 
to portray the U.S. budget deficits, 
U.S. interest rates and the high val- 
ue of the dollar as central causes of 
the world's economic difficulties. 

After a series of statements by 
the French Socialist government 
and the Reagan administration at- 
tempting to bead off potential con- 
flict at the Williamsburg meeting, 
Mr. Mitterrand's remarks raised 
the possibility of open divisions 
among the seven leading industrial- 
ized nations whose leaders are to 
attend the conference. 

Mr. Kohl, in Paris for the twice- 
y early French-West German con- 
sultations, gave no indication that 
he supported Mr. Mitterrand's 
view. He said blandly that deficits 
and interest rates would be a sub- 
ject of conversation at Williams- 
burg because the European eco- 
nomic situation was influenced by 
them. 

Asked specifically about Reagan 
administration economic policies, 
be said, “My job is not to discuss 
the policy oT a very friendly coun- 
try in its absence.” Hie said at the 
news conference that he would 
rather “talk with friends than 
about them." 

Bonn’s complaints about U.S. 
interest rates and the dollar have 
decreased during the past month as 
agns of West German domestic 
economic improvement have multi- 
plied. The Kohl government's atti- 
tude toward Mr. Mitterrand's cal] 
last week for a meeting to reorgan- 
ize the world monetary system was 
one of extreme skepticism. 


Mr. Mitterrand's statement 
Tuesday precedes meetings in Paris 
on Wednesday and Thursday in 
which leaders of the five other Eu- 
ropean countries with Socialist 
governments — Portugal, Spain, 
Greece, Sweden and Austria — are 
expected to endorse France's posi- 
tion on the U.S. deficit and the dol- 
lar's role. It is likely that France, as 
the only Socialist government to be 
represented at Williamsburg, 
would then represent this view dur- 
ing the summit. 

Mr. Mitterrand said, referring to 
Europe, “It is not normal that the 
United States budget deficit be 
paid by us in particular." Nor. he 
said, was it normal for U.S. interest 
rates to remain high and in turn 
result in exchange rates for the dol- 
lar “that are a cause of the world- 
wide disequilibrium." 

He said the US. policy "shows 
that there is only limited confi- 
dence in reduction of the United 
States' inflation because of this 
budget deficit" He concluded: 
"It's time, starting with the good 
French-German accord, to breathe 
life into the European Community 
and to deal with the problem that 
must be handled at Williamsburg." 

Mr. Mitterrand's charge that Eu- 
rope “and some others" are paying 
for the U.S. budget deficit is based 
on reasoning often repealed by his 
stall: that the high interest rates re- 
sulting from the deficit draw dol- 
lars out of Europe to the United 
States, swelling the value of the 
dollar on exchange markets and in- 
creasing costs for countries that 
must pay international bills, nota- 
bly for oil in dollars. 

Many U.S. officials acknowledge 
that ibis chain of reactions is a neg- 
ative factor for the world economy. 
Bui they say in private that Mr. 
Mitterrand's Tocos on it appears 
motivated, at least in pari, by a de- 
sire to place the blame for France's 
deep economic difficulties outside 
his responsibility, or the remedies 
of Socialist economic ideology. 

To back up his point on deficits, 
Mr. Mitterrand said the U.S. defi- 
cit now represented about 6 per- 


cent of the UiL gross national 
product, as opposed to 3 percent in 
France. But French and U.S. ac- 
counting methods differ; if all 
French public sector borrowing is 
included, the two deficits are com- 
parable. 

There were other differences in 
tone in the remarks of Mr. Mitter- 
rand and Mr- Kohl in addition to 
the chancellor’s reluctance to make 
a dominant issue of the deficit 
question. Mr. Kohl spoke more 
positively about the general eco- 
nomic climate than did Mr. Mitter- 
rand, expressing "moderate opti- 
mism.” 

"The most important psycholog- 
ical needs for an economic spurt 
are now recognizable” in West 
Germany, be said. 

Both men said they did not ex- 
pect Fast-West trade issues to over- 
shadow discussions in Williams- 


burg as they did at the 1982 eco- 
nomic summit But Mr. Mitterrand 
said that East-West matters would 
be an important part in the talks, 
and he referred specifically to the 
Geneva disarmament negotiations. 

Mr, Kohl stated that “we will de- 
ploy'’ U.S. missiles this year if 
there are no concrete results at the 
U.S.-Soviet talks on intermediate- 
range nuclear missiles in Europe.

Pope’s Polish Itinerary 
Announced by Vatican 
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United Press International 

VATICAN CITY — The Vatican 
released a schedule Tuesday cem- 
finning that Pope John Paul II will 
go to Poland next month. Authori- 
tative sources also disclosed that 
the Vatican had told Lhe Polish 
government the pope's meetings 
could not be restricted during the 
trip. 

The sources said the pope might 
meet with the leader of the Solidar- 
ity union movement. Lech Walesa, 
possibly on the last day, which the 
pope has set aside for private pur- 
poses. They said such a meeting 
could take place in Krakow if the 
government did not restrict Mr. 
Walesa’s movements. 

The sources said that during the 
negotiations for the visit, which is 
scheduled for June 16-23, a condi- 
tion set before the Polish govern- 
ment was that it could not restrict 
the pope from meeting privately 
with anyone he wanted. 

"It was understood from the be- 
ginning that tire government or 
anyone else should not be able to 
dictate who the pope can or cannot 
see," a source said. 

"Having a certain amount of 
time set aside for his private and 
personal wishes was a basic condi- 
tion of the pope's visit,” another 
source said. 

Besides the addition of a day of 
private time in Krakow at the end 
of the trip, the official program re- 
leased at the Vatican mid in War- 
saw on Tuesday differed only 
slightly from the itinerary given by 
the Polishchurch March 23. 

It was released horns after the 
pope gave his final approval during 
a meeting with the primate of Po- 
land, Cardinal Jozef Giemp. 

There had been some fears that 


recent civil disturbances and 
church-state tensions in Poland 
might have forced it to be post- 
poned or called off. 

Ail three sources did not exclude 
the possibility of a meeting be- 
tween the pope and Mr. Walesa if 
Polish authorities allowed the lead- 
er of the banned union to leave his 
home city of Gdansk, which the 
pope will not be visiting. 

One of the sources, however, 
said be felt the government might 
restrict Mr. Walesa’s movements 
during the pope's visit. 

When Cardinal Giemp and other 
members of the episcopate arrived 
in Rome on Monday, they said 
they did not know if the pope 
would meet Mr. Walesa. The pope 
first met with Mr. Walesa at (he 
Vatican in January 1981. 

The pope’s program includes 
eight major stops. He is to arrive in 
Warsaw on the afternoon of Thurs- 
day, June 16, and spend aD of June 
17 in the capital area. 

On June 18, he will travel to 
Niepokalanow, a village west of 
Warsaw, to visit the moaastay 
where Sl Maximilian Kolbe lived. 
Father Kolbe died in place of an- 
other man in the Auschwitz exter- 
mination camp. 

On June 19, the pope will go to 
Czestochowa, the nation's most 
sacred site — the marian shrine of 
the Queen of Poland. For four days 
he will be based at Ibe Jama Gora 
shrine in Czestochowa, from which 
he win travel to Poznan, Katowice, 
Wroclaw and St Anna’s Mountain.

MX Bargain Is a Snare 


Congress is buying a dangerous deal if it un- 
blocks funds for the MX missile in return for 
President Ronald Reagan's vague promises 
about new arms control and weapons policies. 

Mr. Reagan and the Air Force are very dear 
about their end of the bargain: They want the 
MX to match the counter-silo capability of the 
biggest Soviet missiles. Testing and produc- 
tion of the 10-warhead U.S. missDe would 
soon begin, looking toward its deployment in 
existing sOos starting in 1985. But the adminis- 
tration is dismayingly undear about when the 
congressional objective of strategic stability 
would be achieved — if at alL 

Mr. Reagan would lake a decade to develop 
a new mobile Midge tman missile; and only to 
supplement rather than replace the MX. As 
for the promised new arms control proposals, 
they arc already hedged with qualifications. 
Even if eventually plausible, they would re- 
quire three to five years of negotiation. 

As now envisioned, the MX would be a dou- 
bly dangerous weapon. By threatening the So- 
viet Union's land-based missiles from vulnera- 
ble silos, it would practically invite preemp- 
tive attack in a crisis. And by concentrating so 
many warheads on each launcher, it would be 
a lucrative target for a Soviet Erst strike. 

One already audible Pentagon answer for 
this new instability is to shift to a "launch- 
under-a track" strategy. But that would greatly 
increase the danger of accidental war. The 
shorter the time for human or mechanical veri- 
fications of an attack, the greater the risk of a 
mindless response. False alarms have oc- 
curred. The idea that the nation would commit 
itself to a defense that deprives it of time to 
take the measure of any alarm is grotesque. 

The MX remains a weapon in search of a 
function. It is not a worthy instrument of com- 
promise, either in our own politics or m nego- 
tiations with Moscow. Congress should finally 
muster the courage to say no. 

Ironically, the MX has found a new life in a 
report that ably recognized its dangers and 
inadequacies. That report, from a co mmiss ion 
beaded by General Brant Scowcroft, highlight- 
ed the instabilities of multi-warhead weapons. 


It urged a major shift to mobile, single-war- 
head missiles. It also urged corresponding 
changes in arms control objectives, to obtain 
limits on the numbers of warheads instead of 
steep reductions in the numbers (tf missiles. 

But in a weakly argued political gesture to 
the administration, the report went on to rec- 
ommend some MX deployment. It said this 
could demonstrate national “wflT and gain a 
bargaining chip for negotiations. The White 
Howe quickly accepted the report, more for 
this backhanded MX endorsement than for its 
persuasive warnings about the direction of Mr. 
Reagan's arms policies so far. 

To appease its critics further, the adminis- 
tration also pretends to accept the Nunn- 
Cohen “birOd-down” idea, which 45 senators 
endorse.

Negotiation Works 


The governments of Lebanon and Israel 
have now approved the withdrawal agreement, 
which, as the release of the text makes clear, is 
much more than a withdrawal agreement- It 
ends the formal state of war between the two 
states and bids to shift their relations toward 
something approaching a normal definition of 
peace. The terms give Israel rights that a 
stronger negotiating partner would not have 
stomached. But Lebanese authorities saw in 
those terms the only available way to start 
their country’s return to national integrity. 
They made, we think, a mature choice. 

Syria rants that it will do “all in its power” 
to block the agreement. Think of it: Syria op- 
poses an agreement that a second country, a 
friendly one at that, has made with a third 
country — even though the agreement would 
move Israeli troops out of Lebanon and there- 
by remove the imminent threat those troops 
now pose to Damascus. Very soon the Leba- 
nese can be expected to ask Syrian troops also 
to withdraw; it takes Syrian withdrawal to put 
the new agreement into motion. A Syrian re- 
fusal would transform Syria's troops from for- 
mally invited “peacekeepers” — their status 
since the mid-1970s — to unwanted and unau- 
thorized occupiers. 

Not without reason, the Syrians fear that 
just as Israel took Egypt out of the battle at 
Camp David, so now it has taken out Leba-

The temptation is to say that House passage 
of a modified nuclear freeze resolution was 
simply irrelevant. 

It became dear during the House debate 
that the original resolution could be interpret- 
ed to mean almost anything anyone wanted it 
to mean.

about arms reductions, upgrading of existing 
weapons, and whether the freeze should apply

L OS ANGELES — UJL-Mexican relations have been 
s trained by a worsening foreign-policy conflict in 
Central America. Both rides are to blame for this — the 
United States for disregarding Mexico’s legitimate securi- 
ty interests, Mexico for failing to make its concerns better 
known — even to its own people. 

Mexico has been unfairly accused Of a lack of realism 
and of neglecting the security threat developing on its 
southern border and the danger of Nicaragua's possible 
ali gnmen t with the Soviet Union. On the contrary, Mexi- 
co is deeply concerned about the tensions along its bor- 
der with Guatemala, a country with which it has main- 
tained scrupulously correct relations. Furthermore, Mexi- 
co has made many friendly attempts over tbe last 316 
years to keep Nicaragua from playing (he Soviet card. 
Mexico now is involved in what is at Inst its third major 
diplomatic effort in two years to prevent the outbreak of 
a regional war in Central America. 

Finally, Mexico has recently expanded and modern- 
ized its army and air force and has demonstrated its car 
parity to protect vital resources in the border state of 
Chiapas and to keep Guatemalan rebels out of tbe region. 

But Mexican security concerns and policy are very dif- 
ferent from those of the United Stales. Mexico has four 
dear objectives in Central America — stopping U.S. pres- 
sure and attacks on Nicaragua, blocking renewed mffitary 
assistance to Guatemala, preventing a regional war ana 
preventing direct US. military intervention: 

NICARAGUA — As Mexico sees it, tbe United States 
is pressuring Nicaragua to choose sides finally and open- 
ly in a renewed Cold War. It is no surprise to Mexico that 
die United Sates is pressuring other countries of the re- 
gion to line up on its ride. Although it genuinely wants to 
keep Nicaragua from joining the Soviet camp. Mexico 
will not be a party to coercion of a friendly regime. 
Aloofness and objections to UJS. Cold War initiatives 
have been a cornerstone of Mariam foreign policy for 35 
years. Mexico has made it dear that it would not compro- 
mise on the issue of U.S. intervention in Latin America in 
order to participate in a campaign to contain commu- 
nism. Mexico would most like to see a truly nooaligned 
and independent Nicaragua, but even a Cuban-style gov- 
ernment would be preferable to a UJS.~mstafled regime. 

GUATEMALA — Die Reagan administration wants 
to renew officially arms aid to Guatemala. Mexico can be 
counted on to oppose that even mare strongly than it has 
opposed U.S. military aid to B Salvador. Mexico’s south- 
ern bonder is not militarized, but the situation (here is 
extremely tense. The Guatemalan military is surely the 
most unpredictable and destructive force in tbe area, and 
the stronger it becomes, tbe less secure Mexico feds. De- 
spite its greater size, Mexico cannot afford to militarize a 
line traced through 1,000 lrikxueters (620 miles) of re- 
mote jungles and mountains. 

REGIONAL WAR — Mexico can live with, and even 
welcome, revolutions, but it has no stomach and little 
capacity for war. If war were to break out, Mexican influ- 


ence in the region would practically evaporate and the 
Mexican government would be presented with an unprec- 
edented international crisis. Ef Guatemala were to eater a 
Central American war, Mexico might find itself polled 
into it It is inconceivable that Mexico could stand by 
passively while Guatemala intervened in El Salvador or 
foined in a war against Nicaragua. Under such circum- 
stances, the Mexican government undoubtedly would 
break relations with Guatemala and cut off od ship- 
ments. Mexico would be forced to take a p prop r iate mOi- 
tary measures to protect its oil transfers and other com- 
mercial connections to Nicaragua. Even those minimal 
steps could possibly lead to a confrontation with Guate- 
mala, the Unite d States or both. 

US. INTERVENTION — To Mexicans, direct US. 
military intervention is tbe ghastliest prospect of aB. Al- 
though such a risky adventure does not seem likdy, Mex- 
ico cannot afford to be complacent. U.S. intervention in 
El Salvador would probably bring with it new and more 
dangerous attacks an Nicaragua and major arms aid for 
Guatemala, and lead to a regionalization of tbe conflict. 
In short, U.S. intervention would mark a complete failure 
of Madam policy in Central America. For mat reason, 
especially, Mexico has demanded a negotiated settlement 
to the Salvadoran civil war. 

Although Mexico's national-security objectives can be 
understood by any careful observer of its behavior in the 
Central Americas crisis, Mexico has made bote effort to

Tbe direct connection between un- 
employment and crime seems so 
plausible that few of os give it much 
thought Yet on reflection, reality 
terns intuition cm its head. 

To believe that the unemployment 
rate drives the crime rate, you have to 
accept tbe idea that crime and work 
are essentially similar activities. 
Without weak, people become poten- 
tial criminals. They have to have 
some way of supporting themselves, 
so they (urn to crime. 

This logic ignores the reality that, 
over the past half century society has 
created a huge support system de- 
signed to assure that unemployment 
does not lead instantly to destitution. 

The prevailing wisdom obscures 
the nature of both unemployment 
and crime. It insults most of the 
unemployed by assuming they could 
slip easily into came, and aught be 
justified, because sodety has Mod to 
provide than a job. Likewise, it sub- 
tly condones and amplifies the 
sources of rising criminality. 

None of this denies a link between 
crime and unemployment However, 
at best the connection is weak, ob- 
scure and complicated. 

In contrast to the 1930% the suffer- 
ing associated with today’s unem- 
ployment is more psychological than 
physical If you visit Flint, Michi gan, 
where unemployment is abort 20 
percent, you do not find the Depres- 
sion’s soup lines or shanty towns.

They have welfare, food stamps 
and. a garden. But what embitters 
him is the inaMSty to find wait and 
the irritations and h umTHati rms of the 
welfare system.

There are laws requiring goods sold in Canada to be 
labeled in both languages, and these are so assiduous- 
ly obeyed that bottles of soda water are marked “Chb 
Soda Cub ” with the adjective on both sides of the 
noun to accommodate both languages. Similarly, tags 
showing the size of do thing bar the mark “M-M,” 
tritb one “M” standing for “medium’’ and the other 


fear “moveo.” There are television and radio programs 
in both languages in aG parts of the country. Airlines 
and airports are bflingpal, as are road markers on all 
national highways. 

While the effect of all this has been modest, the 
total immersion program, now 15 years old, is being 
praised as a tremendous success by parents, educators 
and supporters of Wrogualism. Unlike bilingual pro- 
grams m the United Stales, the immersion program 
here involves children from tbe majority group study- 
ing almost exclusively in the language of the minority. 
Nationwide, only 15 percent of Canadians who could 
be involved in such programs actually are, with most 
of the others studying French or Spanish or other for- 
eign languages as a school subject. Those in tbe total 
immersion program also study English composition 
and literature in the higher grades. 

Some critics argue that it is a snobbish program 
designed for the children of upwardly mobile parents 
to enable them to bettor compete for jobs with in- 
creasingly alienated French speakers. Some conserva- 
tive school boards have rejected immersion programs . 
as subversive. Some linguistic purists have attacked 
them for supposedly promoting “Frengjish." 

But Sarah and David Wright side with the majority 
and think French immereioa is fine. 


“I can sjseak French much better than my parents,” 
said Sarah in fluent French, “And 1 can speak French 
much better than my parents and belter than my sis- 
ter,” said David, also in French. Sarah scowled the 
scowl of older sisters in every language. 

Ever since kindergarten the children have attended 
schools where French is the language of instruction, 
and they will continue to do so through high school 

“We never speak French at home or on the street’* 
Sarah said, “and we hardly ever speak English in 
school. 

The immersion programs were started by a parents 
group in Montreal and have spread from coast to 
coast. The programs are voluntary, and in Sarah and 
David's upper-middle-cla& neighborhood tbe parents 
have a choice of enrolling their children in a regular 
English program or in French immersion. 

Enrollment in French immersion is running two 
and three times ahead of that for the English program. 

However, H.H. Stem, a specialist in language edu- 
cation at the Ontario Institute for Studies in Educa- 
tion. has found that even with fluency in French, the 
children still lack social contact with French Canadi- 
ans and the p ro ya m has not narrowed the gap be- 
tween the “two solitudes.”

WASHINGTON — The Reagan 
administration said Tuesday that 
the Soviet Union had accepted a 
U.S. offer to negotiate a new long- 
term grain sales agreement. 

“President Reagan has contin- 
ued u> reaffirm our intention to be 
a reliable supplier" of grain to the 
Russians, Agriculture Secretary 
John R_ Block said. 

Tbe Soviet willingness to negoti- 
ate a new long-term agreement “is 
a strong indication that his mes- 
sage is being heard.” said Mr. 
Block, who made the announce- 
ment jointly with the US. trade 
representative, William E. Brock, 
“we’re getting the pieces put back 
together again,” Secretary Block 
added. 

Mr. Reagan offered on April 22 
to work toward such an agreement, 
ending a 16-month ban on negotia- 
tions triggere d by foreign policy 
disagreements with the Soviet Un- 
ion. particularly over its interven- 
tion in Poland. 

Mr. Reagan said then that the 
offer was “consistent with United 
States agricultural policy,” but ad- 
ministration officials said the Pol- 
ish situation hart not changed ap- 
preciably.

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Mayor Loses 
Court Ruling |

CHICAGO — A circuit court 
judge hits dealt a blow to Mayor 
Harold Washington, a reform 
Democrat, in his fight against old 
guard Democratic aldermen, ruling 
that they acted properly two weeks 
ago throng their disputed reorgani- 
zation of the City Councfl.

Jbdge Murray urged both sides 
to “at down together as responsi- 
ble newly elected officials” to work 
out their differences and to “assist 
Mayor Washington in effecting the 
goals he has so eloquently ex- 
pressed, and to make our great city 
a place where the strong are just 
and the weak secure.” 

His opinion was issued a few 
hoars after negotiations brake 
down between City Council forces 
Iqyal to Mayor Washington and 
those supporting the Democratic 
leader, Alderman Edward R. Vndo- 
lyak.

He noted that at one time the 
United States had supplied as 
much as 70 percent of the Soviet 
Union's gram imports.

“We have the capacity to pro- 
duce far more grain than we need 
and we think we are reliable sup- 
pliers,” Mr. Lyng said.

“It is a step being taken in the 
context of grain trade, not a politi- 
cal step in the context of our rela- 
tions with the Soviets," said Mark 
Palmer, the acting assistant secre- 
tary of state for European affairs.

LOS CHILES, Costa Rica —

It was an unprecedented review of 
an ongoing CiA covert operation. 

Significantly, the nine, agreed 
with the administration’s conten- 
tion that die Sandinists have 
helped to gree-«omnianist-ba(ked 
rebels in El Salvador logistical sup- 
port, training and arms. 

They said available intelligence 
information showed “with certain- 
ty” that “a major portion of the 
arms and other material sent by 
Cuba and other communist awn- 
tries to the Salvadoran insurgents 
transits Nicaragua with xhe permis- 
sion and assistance of the Sandinis- 
tas."

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North European Socialists Move Left on East- West Security

C OPENHAGEN — A major move leftward 
on basic East-West security issues is tak- 
ing-place in northern Europe. 

Interviews with leaders of the region’s Social- 
ist parties show that they are softening positions 
they have held for years and poring questions 
on nuclear policy that represent potential divi- 
sions within the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation. 

On tbe most tangible level, the northern So- 
cialist parties, -after departing from power in the 
last two years, are calling on NATO and the 
United States to abandon the schedule for the 
alliance’s deployment of new medium-range nu- 
clear missiles in December if U ^.-Soviet talks 
in Geneva fail- In 1979 Social Democratic for- 
eign and defease ministers from Wert Germany, 
Norway and -Denmark signed the documents 
that set up NATO’s ann-and-n ego bare program 
and the deployment timetable. 

This major change is accompanied by trends 
in ibe parties' thinking that tend increasingly to 
place the United States and the Soviet Union 
on an equal footing as tbe cause of the world's 
problems, assess deployment of the Western 
missiles as a greater risk than going without 
them, and auestion nuclear deterrence as a basis 
for future NATO defense policy. 

In acknowledging tbe movement, many Soci- 
alists insist that their attitudes are gaining 
strength in the traditionally moderate parties of 
the area, pointing, for example, to strong anti- 
nuclear-deterrent factions in the Christian 
Democratic Party of the Netherlands and the 


Free Democratic Party of West Germany — 
both participants in governing coalitions. 

The movement is there for sure,” said Kar- 
st en Voigt, a foreign policy spokesman for the 
West Goman Social Democratic Party, “ft’s a 
departure from classical deterrence politics. 
These parties are becoming dovish, although 
they don’t use tbe word. They make a hawkish 
analysis of the Soviet Union, and talk about 
cooperating with (he Soviets at the same time, 
because they think this is the only alternative. If 
you think like some Americans and French So- 
cialists do, erroneously, this gets called appease- 
ment.” 

finar Forde, deputy chairman of tbe 
Norwegian Labor Party, said that his party’s 
leadership was seeking to block further move- 
ment left, but that the uwfc involved combating 
a lack of confidence in U.5. security policy. “I 
fight against it,” he said, “but tbe Soviet Union 
his won the propaganda race, and Soviet argo- 
ments are now often taken at face value." 

The reasons given for the parties’ movement 
depend on who furnishes them. The Socialist 
leadership says lack of "Veal” negotiations in 
Geneva, clumsy U.S. language on timiied wars 
and deep revulsion at nuclear armament have 
caused the shift- People outride the parlies talk 
of the Socialists' release from the responsibility 
of government, their concern about losing votes 
to parties on their left and battles within tbe 
parties in which young leftists have moved 
moderates away' from their previous stance 
toward harder-line positions. 

Whai appears to be an important factor is 
that, after leaving power as a result of their 


problems in handling the economies of their 
countries, the northern parties find the East- 
West security question the most attractive polit- 
ical issue av ailabl e to them. 

In any case, the attitudes of politicians such 
as Hdmm Schmidt, the framer West German 
chancellor and principal European architect of 
NATO’s two-track decision on the nuclear is- 
sue, are hardy recognizable in positions now 
held by the northern parties. Although the West 
German Social Democratic Party has not 
adopted a definitive fine, Mr. Voigt, who argued 
agamst a deployment moratorium by the West 
at a Social Democratic convention last year, 
when Mr. Schmidt still held office, now says the 
idea has merit. 

South Not in Accord 

Tbe northern stance is not accepted by all 
European Socialists. The French and Italians 
remain strong advocates of a NATO response 
to what they regard as the Soviet Union’s at- 
tempt, through its SS-20 miesilffs, to institution- 
alize nnriww domination in Europe, and the 
Portuguese and Spanish parties seem far closer 
to the French and Italian position than to that 
of the north. 

Because all the NATO nations except Greece 
are holding to the basis of the 1979 derision — 
the deployment countries have conservative 
leadership or conservative-led coalitions — the 
northern Socialist group affects alliance policy 
only indirectly for the time being. 

Socialists who recently met u Europe with 
Kenneth W. Dam, tbe UJS. deputy secretary of 


state, reported that a central theme was whether 
NATO might soon be confronted with deep dif- 
ferences on basic issues. 

The Socialists place responsibility for the rift 
with Reagan administration policy. Kjdd 
Olesen, the former Danish foreign minister and 
the party’s deputy chairman, has said that, if 
the United States does not understand the 
strong currents pressing against further mid ear 
armament in Europe, “the result may be deep 
political divirion with NATO.” 

The best indicators of the northern Socialist 
parties’ attitudes can be seen in the regular 
meetings on security issues. Tbe northern 
NATO members, known as the ScandBux 
group, are Norway. Denmark, tbe Netherlands. 
Belgium and Luxembourg. Although the West 
German Social Democrats are not official mem- 
bers they have been active sideline participants 
to tbe extent that Egon Bahr, a party official 
whose disarmament positions continually und- 
ermined those of Mr. S chmid t, has been a major 
influence in developing tbe themes accepted by 
the Scandilux faction. 

Tbe most recent in Copenhagen in 

March, proposed, notably, that there be a freeze 
on existing arsenals, that no deployment take 
place as long as negotiations continue in Gene- 
va and that the deadline for deployment be ex- 
tended. The attitudes clash with the original 
NATO thinking, which conceived tit deploy- 
ment as a means of counterbalancing a Soviet 
advantage and a specific deployment dale as a 
way to push Moscow toward negotiations. 

■' Individual parties, m some cases, have gone 


farther. In Denmark, for example, a position 
paper by Mr. Olesen, who as foreign minister 
was present at NATO's 1979 deliberations in 
Brussels, said that “tbe objective must be that 
no Western intermediate-range missiles are de- 
ployed.” The paper took note of the seed for a 
reduction of Soviet SS-20s, but it made tbdr 
elimination subordinate to avoiding deploy- 
ment of U.S. missiles in Europe. 

Mr. Olesen also said French and British nu- 
clear capability must be counted in the negotia- 
tions, a condition rejected by those countries 
and the United States but demanded by the So- 
viet Union. 

Enough Weapons 

When Mr. Olesen was asked in an interview 
how his position had changed over the years, he 
mentioned that there had not been the serious 
negotiations his party had expected and that 
tboe seemed to be enough nuclear weapons.

Responses of Democratic Candidates Show U.S. Trade Policy Is Potent Issue

W ASHINGTON — As a militant free- 
trader, Walter- F. Mandate^ then a UJS;- 
senator from Minnesota, Jed a filibuster in 1970 
that ultimately killed a labor-supported bill to 
restrict textile imports from' Japan because he

Twelve years later, courting labor’s support 
in his race for the Democratic preridential nom- 
ination, the former vice president trumpeted a 
different tine as he painted a picture of Ameri- 
can kids “sweeping up around Jqianese com- 
puters” if tbe United States did not start “act- 
ing rough” ou trade matters. 


That speech to the United Steelworkers of 
America convention last fall catapulted trade 
into the front rank of presidential campaign is- 
sues for the first time since 1884, when Grover 
'Cleveland, a Democratic free-trader, nariowfy 
defeated Janies G. Blaine, a Republican who 
ran on a platform of high tariffs. 

Other .Democratic candidates also have 
sounded protectionist . themes, while President 
Ronald Reagan has continued to speak out for 
freetrader 

Trade facts and figures have become almost a 
litany on Democratic and Republican hustings. 
Exports account for five million U.S. jobs and 
four of five new manufacturing jobs created 
from 1977 to 1980. Two of five acres planted by 


American fanners produce crops for overseas 
markets, and total trade in goods has jumped 
from 8 J percent of the gross national prod net 
in 1970 to 14.9 percent last year. 

In statements submitted to The Washington 
Post, excerpts from which appear below, the six 
announced Democratic candidates took varied 
positions cm trade policy and. ways to reverse 
last year’s record 531.8-billion merchandise 
trade deficit. Nor did they agree on labor-sup- 
ported domestic-content legislation, which 
would require certain percentages of American- 
made parts to be in cars and trucks sold in the 
United States. 

The Reagan administration and some Demo- 
crat attacked the measure, which passed the 


House but never reached the Senate floor, as the 
worst trade bill since the 1930 Smoot-Hawicy 
Act, which raised tariffs and has been blamed 
for worsening the Great Depress! on. 

Thus^ despite support for domestic-content 
legislation last year from four of the six an- 
nounced Democratic candidates, only Mr. 
Mondale and Senator Alan Cranston of Califor- 
nia embraced it fully in their statements to The 
Post Senators Ernest F. Hollings of South Ca- 
rolina and John Glenn of Ohio, who supported 
the bill last year, did not mention it m their 
statements.

The rallying of Democratic candidates to the 
trade issue has provided a vivid example to the 
Republicans of its potency in the coming presi- 
dential campaign and, moreover, has exerted an 
influence over administration trade policies. 

The UJS. trade representative, Wiliam E., 
Brock, a former chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, suggested during the win- 
ter. for instance, that the Japanese should gram 
UJS. carmakers two years of restraints on im- 
ports instead of just one, to keep die issue from 
coming up amid next year's election. 

“There's no doubt that trade is going to dom- 
inate American economic policy over the next 
decade,” said Paul Jensen, a Mondale adviser. ■■

CC A TLAS of the 20th Century* is a su- 


perb collection of maps Illustrating 
mili tary campaigns. In the pages explaining D- 
Day, for example, the landing beaches — 
Utah, Omaha, Gold, Juno and Sword — an: 
mnrVM dearly, as is the progress of all divi- 
sions involved that day.Subsequem maps dia- 
gram Germany’s effort to push the ABies hack’ 
mto the sea, which failed, and thegreat sweep- 
ing engagement of Patton’S Third Army 
toward "Le Mans. The detail reaches to the re- 
gimwifal kvd — which unit took which town 
— and this precision is present in the explana- 
tions from the Boer War to the Falklaod&in 
all, there are 166 entries. 

The author, Richard Narked, is bead of- the 
cartographic department of The Economist, 
and for the past IS yean he has studied the 
ea i rr pfligns of the two world wars. In the “At- 
las of tSe 20th Century,” he has told a history' 
of the century in maps, mostly military, and 
written short, eloquent summaries .of the bat- 
tles. Of die western front at the end of 1916.- he 
writes: “Around the Somme, where British 
casualties M amounted to no less than 1 per- 
cent of the entire British pop ulation ,' the west- 
era front had been pushed forward for just 
about six miles over an 18-mile length.” 

Maps show the state of affairs at a precise 
nwwnen r in time, but they also bint at the fo- 
ture. The page showing the the effects of the 
Treaty of Versailles speaks volumes for all that

Having aD these maps in one collection lets; 
the reader make connections between cam- 
paigns separated by thousands of miles and 
decades of time. For example: the fight be- 
tween Britain and Argentina for control of 
Falkland Sound was a tactical repeat of that 
between die Japanese and the US. Navy for : 
“The Slot* off Guadalcanal; and the Japanese 
attack on the Russian squadron off Port Ar- 
thur in 1904 can be understood as a dress re- 
hearsal for Pearl Harbor. 

Spiked between the maps and text are wefl- 
chosen photographs dial further datingnish 
die atlac The explanation of the Baltic of Jut- 
land succeeds, in part, because of the photo- 
graph showing a squadron of Goman battle- 
ships in formation. Anther photograph, from 
the first battle of Ypres, shows the 2ndJtactaI- 
ion, of the Warwickshire Regiment, commut- 
ing to the front lines in London hoses, thus 
adding irony and poignancy to NatktiTs ob- 
servation that “trench warfare meant that the 
war had become a conflict between industries 
as well as between soldiers.”

Master Batter Carew: At 37, Off to His Hottest Start Ever

Rod Carew: Not one to give in to pftebevs. 


The California Angel Gist baseman, among the 
most remarkable and successful hitters of the last 
three decades, is off to one of best starts in baseball 
history. Carew was hitting nearly J00 after his first 
100 times up tMs season. 

Carew is kaleidoscopic at theplaie. A left-handed 
batter, he seems to have an infinite variety of 
stances, depending cm the pitcher and the situation. 

One stance has him midway in the bailer’s box, 
crouching low, fingers Hexing on j the bat. A second 
is straight up, like a park statue. A third finds him 
leaning — tilting — far back in the box, bat held 
, nearly parallel to the waist. 
o Birdie Tebbetts, the framer mtehr and mana- 
ger who now Is a scout for the Cleveland Indians, 
Carew hits with a tennis racket. “He serves the ball 
to right field, he lobs it to left, be does about any- 
thing he wants with the baH," said Tebbetts. 

“I have never him when he hasn’t been in 
control of the pitcher. Or I say in control of 
.Ms own mind at the plate? He studies the pitchers, 
concentrates cm the ball and has the mnftAmrt — 
the great hitter’s arrogance — that every time up 
h^s going to gel a base ML" 

Rodney Qme Carew, at the senescent age of 37, is 
itting a major-1 eagne-leading .442, with 50 Mts in 
113 times np. Only Jimmie Foxx in 1932 and Stan 
Musial in 1958 started a season better — both get- 
50 hits in their first 107 at-bats. 
et the 1983 start comes after rate of Carew’s 
most disappointing seasons — and one that has add- 
ed to the criticism by some that this quay hitter 
doesn’i drive in enough runs. 

_ Carew has an ambition to play in the World Se- 
ries. He has been on four i««m« that lost in the 
league playoffs, one step from ibe Series. The fourth 
team was the 1982 Angels, who, after going ahead 
two games to none; lost the next three games and the 
‘ayoffs. 

The final game, in Milwaukee, came down to the 
ninth inning, with the Brewers ahead, 4-3. California 
pdi'a lhhna'OQ’secodd'With tWcTObts. and' Carew 
coming to bat to face a hard-throwing rookie relief 
pitcher named Peter Ladd. 

- Carew swung al a 1-2 fastball and made good 
contact, just what be wanted to da The ball took 
one bounce and landed right in the glove of short- 
stop Robin Yount “As soon as I hit it,” Carew re- 
called, “1 said to myself, ‘It’s over.’ " 

Now in his 17th season in the major leagues, still 
graceful, still fltrid, Carew has a J3I lifetime aver- 
age. Second to Mm among active players is George 
Brett, at 316. Carew has won seven hotting titles — 
Ms first was in 196 9, and then be won six in seven 


years in the 70s. Only four men have equaled or 
surpassed Ms number of batting tides: Rosas 
Hornsby and Stan Musial, seven Bonus Wag- 
ner with eight, and Ty Cobb with 12. 

Despite that, Carew has been criticized by same 
sprats writer!, and jeered by some f«n&.

22 yean of her life in Austria. 

She was 83 in 1976 and she was 
neither name-dropping nor seif- 
serving when she summed up her 
life’s odyssey in two sentences: 
“It begins with Beethoven, who 
leads me to Romain Holland. 
Rolland leads me to Gandhi and 
that leads me back to Beetho- 
ven.” She was living in a green 
cottage in the garden sub art) of 
Gaaden-bei-Badea-bei-Wien be- 
cause Beethoven once lived there 
and wrote: “In places like 
Gaaden, even in winter, you can 
find lodgings.” 

Daughter of a British admiral, 
Madeleine Slade lived a genteel 
Victorian riiiMhoorf — tutored at 
home in England and thrilling to 
foxhunts — untO, in her early 
teens, she let a Beethoven sonata 
roll through a player piano and, 
even without any musical train- 
ing, “1 heard. I was finding some- 
thing far beyond the ran tin as 
such; I was contacting the spirit 
Speaking through sound, the spir- 
it of Beethoven. Yes, I had found 
him." But then anguish seized 
Madeleine Slade, who feQ to her 
knees and “prayed, really prayed 
to God for the fust time in my 
life: ‘Why have I been bora over 
a century too late? Why hast 
Thou given me realization of him 
and yet pot all these years in 
between?”' 

Seeking to bridge that gap, Ma- 
deleine Slade acted as booking 
agent for a concert pianist when 
she was a little older, visited Bonn 
and V ienna soon after World 
War 1, and learned French just to 
pay a call on the novelist RdDand 
tn his capacity as biographer of 
Beethoven. In VIDeneuve, Swit- 
zerland, RoQand told her his next 
book was about Mahatma Gan- 
dhi, of whom she had never , 


heard. “He is another Christ," 
saidRoDaod. 

Reading RoHamf s bode a year 
later, in 1924, she was inspired to 
buy a spuming wheel and learn to 
use it — for the self-sufficiency 
that hand spun-and-woven cloth 
implied was a symbol of Gandfu- 
ism — and to correspond with 
Gandhi. She gave up meat and al- 
cohol, practiced sleeping on 
floors — and, in 1925, set sail for 
India to jean Ganrihj whom she 
came to call “Bapu,” meaning fa- 
ther. 

Gandhi told her at their very 
first meeting: “You shall be my 
daughter." Soon after having her 
hair cut off and taking a vow of 
celibacy, rite became Sister Mira 
(beim, meaning sister in Hindi, is 
not capitalized), but what die was 
for more than two decades was a 
kipd of goddaughter to G andhi - 
confidante and adviser, wardrobe 
mistress and meal steward (al- 
ways amplifying elaborate ar- 
rangements) when they traveled 
abroad; and emissary to or in- 
termediary with Lords Halifax 


and bouts with malaria; and lived 
and worked amidst cholera and 
slow starvation, sometimes in 
118-degree heat Jaded several 
times by the British authorities, 
even prison proved uptittmgfoc 
her.

He came to me with a dry 
laugh, his mouth open like a good 
dog, panting, and flinging an arm 
round me leaned his cheek 
against my shoulder. It was, J 
amnsft myself thinking, the kiss of 
St Dominic and Sl Frauds. 
Then «nne Mira, proud of figure 
and with the stately bearing of a 
Demeter." 

Dander was tbe ancient Greek 
goddess of fertility (the Romans 
called her Ceres), but Afire bdu’s 
life in India was no heaven on 
earth.

Gandhi wrote to her: “I see what 
you are passing through and I am 
glad of it You have to' love hu- 
manity in spite of itself." No 
mere shadow in the Mahatma’s 
entourage, she founded commun- 
ities and agricultural centers in 
the foodriHs of the Himalayas — 
but she was beside him whenever 
tiMrfiii ne eded her or she 
thought he did. And Gandhi's 
goal for Mira behn, expressed in 
1927, carried her throogh the 
shock of his assassinati on by a 
Hindu fanatic in 1948. What 
Gandhi wrote to her after she ex- 
pressed pain at one of bis early 
partings, was: 

“1 want you to be a perfect 
woman. J want you to shed all an- 
gularities. All unnecessary reserve 
must go. ... Do throw off the 
nervousness. Yon must not ding 
to me as in this body. The spirit 
without the body is ever with yon. 
And that is more than the feeble 


embodied imprisoned spirit with 
aD the Hmifiiiiftin i hat flesh is 
heir to. The spirit without the 
flesh is perfect, and that is all we 
need. This can be fdt only when 
we practice detachment This you 
most now tiy to achieve." 

In tiie late 1950s, "without 
quite knowing bow it had came 
about," Mira behn began writing 
her memoirs, “The Spirit’s Pil- 
grimage." When they were fin- 
ished she came to Europe, visited 
RoUamfs sister in France, went 
to England to arrange for a pub- 
lisher, then to Austria to 
spend her remaining years. 

Used to living simply and mov- 
ing on, nhet had mope a doz- 
en different addresses in 
around Vienna: starting near the 
northern urban wine districts of 
Nnssdorf and Heiligenstadt 
where Beethoven lived (“and I 
could walk along the Beethoven- 
gang and Enuca-Wegfl, then 
shifting to the more rustic south- 
ern sector of the Vienna Woods,
